Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  present,  for  your  consideration,  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Public  Health  of  the  Rural  District  of  Wisbech  for  the  year  ending 
31  st  December,  1964® 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  in  November,  1964  the  Council 
showed  it’s  concern  over  the  present  unsatisfactory  arrangements 
for  disposing  of  domestic  waste  water  and  excreta,  by  inviting  a 
firm  of  Civil  Engineers  to  report  on  possible  schemes  for  the 
sewerage  of  the  Rural  District.  Their  findings  will  be  reported 
to  the  Council  during  1965*  and  then  major  decisions  will  have  to 
be  taken  as  regards  future  policy. 

During  the  year  no  progress  was  made  towards  fluoridation  of 
water  supplies  in  the  district,  and  indeed  the  County  Health 
Committee  stated  that  they  proposed  to  take  no  action,  for  the 
present,  as  there  was  such  variation  of  opinion  in  the  Public  Health 
Committees  throughout  the  area.  The  British  Medical  Association 
once  more  confirmed  itfs  support  of  fluoridation  by  notifying  all 
Local  Authorities  of  it’s  views. 

I  would  like  to  record  my  gratitude  to  Mr.  Grant  and  the  whole 
staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their  help.  The  interest, 
guidance  and  support  of  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  have  once  more  been  a  great  encouragement  to  me.

There  are  approximately  194  sub-standard  houses  in  the  district, 
but  it  must  be  appreciated  that  this  figure  is  based  upon  a  survey 
made  some  considerable  time  ago  and  although  many  houses  have  been 
improved  and  modernised  some  have  deteriorated  in  condition, 
especially  those  near  the  border  line  at  the  time  of  the  survey*

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS  - 


Applications  for  grants  for  improvement  of  private  dwellings  h r 
been  dealt  with  jointly  by  the  Public  Health  and  Architect’s 
Departments  as  in  previous  years.  During  the  year  Discretionary 
Grants  were  approved  for  14  houses  to  a  total  of  £4,697*  Standar 
Grants  were  approved  for  27  houses  to  a  total  of  £3j198. 


The  figures  of  properties  improved  show  a  significant  rise  and 
one  must  assume  that  the  advertising  and  propaganda  issued  in  res' 5 
of  improvements  to  houses  is  making  an  appreciable  impact  on  the 
public • 

BUILDING  BYELAWS  - 

The  examination  of  all  plans  submitted  under  the  Building 
Byelaws,  the  preparation  of  reports  to  the  Planning  Committee  and 
subsequent  inspection  of  work  in  progress,  is  carried  out  by  the 
Public  Health  Department,  During  the  year  220  plans  were  dealt  w i 
It  is  stressed  again  that  a  great  deal  of  the  department’s  time  i 
increasingly  taken  up  with  the  administration  of  the  building  bye  i' 
as  we  are  continually  being  called  upon  for  advice  both  under  the 
byelaw  and  planning  aspect  of  our  work. 


CESSPOOL  EMPTYING  AND  COUNCIL’S  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  PLANTS  - 

During  the  year  emptying  operations  were  carried  out  by  the  us 
of  two  vehicles,  a  Thames  Trader  emptier  with  a  capacity  of  1,000 
gallons,  and  a  Dennis  cesspool  emptier  with  a  750  gallons  capacity 
Each  vehicle  is  crewed  by  two  men.  The  work  done  by  the  two  vehi  < 
consisted  of  the  emptying  of  1,995  domestic  privies  and  cesspools 
producing  2,1 67  loads,  253  loads  of  sludge  were  removed  from  the 
Council’s  sewage  disposal  plants  on  1 7  housing  estates. 

The  figures  given  show  how  the  work  has  increased  and  w ill 
continue  to  increase  with  every  new  dwelling  both  private  and  Con' : 
built.  The  Dennis  disposal  vehicle  although  efficient  is  old,  in 
fact,  over  12  years  and  it  is  time  for  an  additional  disposal  vehf;- 
of  1,000  gallons  to  be  taken  on  the  Council’s  vehicle  strength, 
is  further  suggested  that  the  Dennis  be  retained  for  use  solely  o: 
the  Council’s  sewage  disposal  plants.  Much  work  has  been  done  in 
conjunction  with  the  Housing  Department  and  Pollution  Officer  of 
Drainage  Board  to  improve  the  standard  of  effluents  discharged  fr ■ 
existing  disposal  plants  and  I  am  glad  to  report  that  a  steady 
improvement  in  standard  has  been  observed. 
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The  contents  of  the  vehicles  is  taken  on  to  land  either  stubble 
)r  straw  pan  for  which  the  recipient  is  paid  a  half  crown  per  load, 
ihis  incentive  has  not  greatly  increased  our  means  of  disposal  arid 
;  have  to  thank  the  Council  for  the  interest  shown  in  furthering 
ither  possible  means  of  disposal  and  also  those  members  of  the 
'arming  community  who  have  regularly  taken  the  contents  of  our 
esspool  emptiers  when  such  service  was  most  urgently  needed. 

Further  steps  have  been  taken  by  the  Council  in  their  desire  to 
ewer  certain  parts  of  the  rural  district.  Such  work  being 
ecessary  for  the  efficeint  disposal  of  sewage  which  must  result 
rom  the  increasing  growth  of  the  district  together  with  improvements 
Iso  being  carried  out  in  the  area. 

3FUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  - 


A  fortnightly  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  over  almost 
le  whole  of  the  district,  together  with  a  twice  weekly  collection 
:>r  about  seven  months  of  the  year  from  the  Agricultural  Camp  at 
nidaybridge .  The  service  is  operated  by  one  vehicle,  a  Shelvoke 
id  Drewry  fore  and  aft.  tipper  type,  crewed  by  two  men,  both 
pader/drivers .  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  initial  steps  were 
pken  by  the  Council  to  acquire  a  further  vehicle,  and  it  is  hoped 
liat  in  the  event  of  a  choice  being  made  a  vehicle  of  the 
Ipmpression  type  with  a  very  large  cubic  capacity  will  be  chosen, 
pis  will  cut  down  appreciably  the  running  time  of  the  vehicle  from 
pllection  to  disposal  point.  During  the  year  approximately  2,470 
pns  of  refuse  were  collected  and  tipped. 


Disposal  of  refuse  is  carried  out  in  the  Wisbech  Canal  and  this 
'uncil  shares  disposal  facilities  with  the  Marshland  Rural  District 
d  the  Borough  of  Wisbech.  Progress  here  has  been  satisfactory. 
R.B.  excavator  has  now  been  acquired  which  carries  out  all 
gging  and  dumping  of  soil  operations,  a  function  previously 
rried  out  with  the  backhoe  of  a  John  Deere  Lanz  tracked  bulldozer. 

excavation  is  back  filled  with  refuse  and  then  covered  with  the 
cavated  soil.  Local  firms  make  full  use  of  the  canal  for  the 
pping  of  their  trade  refuse  and  co-operation  from  these  firms  is 
od.  By  reason  of  being  an  essentially  agricultural  area  most  of 
e  waste  dumped  derives  from  food  processing  plant,  especially 
getable  waste.  It  is  good  to  be  able  to  record  the  mutual 
nefit  derived  by  the  three  Councils  involved  in  the  scheme  and 
e  great  measure  of  co-operation  reached  between  the  three 
uncils.  We  were  fortunate  during  the  year  not  to  be  embarrassed 
having  derelict  cars  dumped  in  the  district  in  any  numbers, 
rts  of  car  bodies  have  been  dumped  into  the  Canal  but  this  is  a 
Dblem  which  is  bound  to  get  bigger.  Appeals  to  prospective 
mpers  on  civic  pride  grounds  will  bear  little  fruit.  It  is 
c  vious  that  this  matter  will  have  to  be  dealt  with  at  County  level. 
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Increases  in  the  collection  area  were  made  and  coupled  with  a:| 
undoubted  increase  in  weight  and ’.volume  made  refuse  collection  a  mo 
hectic  business  than  ever.  A  salvage  system  is  in  operation  and 
all  types  of  materials  are  salvaged  and  sold  through  a  local  fir. 
The  revenue  for  the  year  was  £253 >  after  deduction  of  the 
collectors’  bonuses. 

POOD  - 

There  was  no  change  in  regard  to  food  premises  generally, 
premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  and  those  used  in  , 
connection  with  the  sale  of  milk. 

All  food  premises  in  the  district  were  inspected  and  occupiers 
were  requested  to  give  attention  to  contraventions  of  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations. 

Two  new  premises  were  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream. 

Samples  of  all  types  of  ice  cream  were  taken  and  submitted  foi 
bacteriological  examination.  Two  samples  were  found  to  be  not  uj 
to  standard.  Investigations  were  carried  out  and  certain  measure 
instituted  which  resulted  in  further  samples  proving  satisfactory 

SLAUGHTERHOUSE  ACT.  1958  - 

The  district  is  served  by  one  slaughterhouse  owned  and  operate 
by  Mr.  N.V.  Gagen  of  Gorefield.  No  difficulty  was  experienced  ir 
the  inspection  of  all  animals  slaughtered  for  human  consumption. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES  -  MEAT  INSPECTION  - 

All  the  animals  killed  for  human  consumption  in  the  s 1 aught erl  i 
at  Gorefield  are  inspected*  The  carcases  so  inspected  are  stampe 
in  accordance  with  the  meat  inspection  regulations.  It  has  agair 
been  found  impracticable  for  the  inspector  to  be  present  at  the 
dressing  of  all  carcases  but  the  inspection  was  carried  out  as  sc  l 
practicable.  The  income  from  inspection  fees  up  to  the  end  of  tl 
year  was  £60.  19.  3d.  There  are  fixed  days  for  slaughtering  and 
animals  sent  in  for  emergency  slaughter  are  notified  to  this  offi 5 
immediately  *  for  inspection.  An  increased  amount  of  co-operatior. 
now  exists  between  this  department  and  the  Animal  Health  Divisior 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  I 


CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  1960.- 

A  site  licence  for  a  single  caravan  was  issued  in  respect  of 
one  caravan.  There  is  a  permanent  residential  site  in  the  area 
and  a  satisfactory  standard  was  maintained  during  the  year.  There 
was  no  further  move  in  the  question  of  providing  a  jointly  operated 
site  with  the  Wisbech  Borough  to  accommodate  seasonal  van  dwellers, 

RODENT  CONTROL  - 

Under  existing  arrangements  a  part  time  operator  deals 
regularly  with  Council  property  including  sewage  plants.  The  whole 
length  of  the  Wisbech  Canal  to  be  used  for  refuse  disposal  is 
constantly  treated  by  this  same  operator.  There  were  no  heavy 
infestations  reported  during  the  year. 

Advice  and  instructions  were  given  to  the  public  by  the 
department  necessitated  either  from  direct  complaint  or  if  found 
during  routine  inspections  of  property. 

PETROLEUM  ACTS  - 

One  new  petroleum  tank  was  installed  in  the  district  during  the 
year  and  the  necessary  inspections  carried  out  prior  to  the  tank 
installation, 

[WATER  SUPPLY  - 

This  service  is  provided  by  the  Wisbech  and  District  Water 
Board,,  monthly  summaries  of  bacteriological  and  chemical  examina¬ 
tions  are  sent  through  to  this  department  by  the  Board1 s  Chemist, 

I  Mr.  Collins,  who  is  of  great  help  to  the  department  in  dealing 
I  with  any  queries  we  have  on  water  supply  and  other  associated 
[matters*  The  results  have  been  of  a  very  high  standard  and  there 
j  was  no  contamination  calling  for  special  action  by  this  department,
